HONEY LAKERS AT WORK. 


Thirty Excursionists from Cali- 
fernia~Vieit the Meene of the 
Meney Lake Land aed Water 
Company's Labers. 

Last Sunday the N. C. & O. speeded 
northward over i's rails a special! train 
especially chartered by the Honey 
Lake Valley Land and Water Com- 
pany to carry iovited guests from 
California to the base of their engi- 
neering operations, about 65 miles 
north of here on the line of the nar- 
row gauge railroad, where the com- 
pany are beginning the construction 
of a monster dam, intended to irrigate 
fearly a hundred thousand acres of 
land, now lying useless in the Honey 
Lake Valley for want of applicable 
water. 

The ran of 64 miles was made in 
the exceptional time of one hour and 
thirty-five minutes, the first twenty- 
nine miles being covered in exactly 
one hour.

What It Has Done Toward Establishing 
the Freedom of the Se.1s-—Dangerous 
“-Nisions Averted Through Peace- 
fal Negotiations. 


Gen. C.C. Andrews, formerly Amer- 
ican minister to Sweden, in the course 
of a recent oration at Stephen, in Min- 
nesota, a new settlement near the Cana- 
dian boundary, says the Loadon Times, 
made the following interesting re 
marks upon the foreign relations of the 
United States: : 

The Interedurse of the United States 
with foreign powers forms 4 chapter of | 
exceptional interest and credit. Ameri- 
cahs themselves do not sufficiently ap- 
preciate the honor their country is en- 
titled to for having establi hed the 
principle of neutrality, or the right of 
every independent nation to remain at 
peace while other nations are at war. 
This great doctrine, now universally 
recognized as an incontestable principle 
of international law, was established 
by the efforts and sacrifices of the 
United States during three-quarters of 
acentury: No nation has done asmuch 
as the United States to establish the 
fréédom’ of the seas. In its dealings 
with foreign countries its distinctive 
and traditional policy has been pacific 
and just, and especially devoid of 
everything in the nature of sensation 
and bluster. A record of this sort dur- 
ing it «whole history is noslight ground 
of distinction. This record is all the 
more creditable when one considers the 
temptations and provocations we have 
had for wars for territorial aggrandise- 
ment. 


We have had frequent provocations | 
for war with Spain. Mr. Evarts, when | 


secretary of state, referring to her re- 
peated unlawful seizures of our 
merchant vessels in Cuban waters and 
to the burdens and exactions illegally 
imposed ca our commerce, stated it 
very mildly when he declared they had 
become well-nigh unbearable., The un- 
lawful seizure by Spanish authorities 
of the Virginius on the high seas and 
summary execution of fifty-three per- 
sons found on board, nfiny of them 
citizens of the United states, and sever- 
al ofthem mere boys, without lawful 
trial, and thus directly in violation of 
our treaty with Spain, was, to say the 
least, a Magrant insult to. our country. 
But we settled with Spain in a peaceful 
manner. And yet, there, still under 
Spanish rule, is Cuba, larger in terri-

Gas Made from Wood. 
The local gas company in the town | 
of\Attleboro, Mass., has recently put in 
an apparatus for the mannfacture of 
gas from wood and erude Lima oil. It’ 
is claimed that wood gas is not only the 
most healthful, but the brightest gas 
made. It is said that one cord of dry 
wood and 300 gallons of Lima oil will 
yield 60,000. to 80,000 cubic feet of gas of 
20 to 30 candle power, with a residue of 
nearly two barrels of fine tar and 65 
bushels of merchantable charcoal. The 
gas is made in retorts in from two to 
three hours. The retorts differ but 
little from those usedin the manufac- 
ture of ordinary coal gas. The wood 
used is maple.
